OLKMAN  ELECllON  RESULTS 

T»ie  results  of  the  German  ckctions 
arc  indecisive  to  the  extent  that  my 
new  coilitlon  miniftry  formed  I 
old  political  ,'iv'  nncnt  will  be  laiL 
if  any,  strongu  il.an  that  whkh  now 
holds  office.  The  Reichstag,  recently 
dissolved,  was  only  elected  U»t 
Spring  at  a  when  the  ewmtry 

WIS  tuffering  from  »  colUpse  of  its 
currcnrv  aiHl  fr-.in  tlic  .ffects  of  P"- 
•ive  resistance  t«  the  hrench  occupa- 
tion of  tht  lUhr.  In  the  interval  the 
Dswea  plan  was  prnnuilgate d  and  the 
Herriot  Government  was  formed  in 
France.  The  Spring  elecftion  in  Oer 
many  n  sulttd  in  tosses  by  the  Sona 
lists  and  Democrats,  and,  to  a  .nialltr 
extent,  by  the  Centriitt.  In  U»t 
Sunday's  election  tin-  Sonalists  and 
Uemocratf  have  made  some  gii">s, 
but  not  at  the  expense  of  the  Na 
tionaliata  or  the  minor  followmRs 
who  may  be  said  to  make  up  the 
monarchist  party.  The  el«ctk»,  m 
deed,  is  alfWficant  in  that  it  shows 
no  decline  in  the  feeling  in  the  coun- 
try that  iavors  »  different  form  of 
rale,  eteft  thottgh  that  feeling  does 
not  represent  a  majority  accordmg 
jio  ihc  present  alignment  of  political 
pwtiea. 

Tlie  Communists  lost  fairly  sub- 
stantially in  the  elections,  with  the 
mor€  moderate  elements  gaining  seats 
at  their  expense.  Thft^  #»»ation  is 
somewhat  obscure.  Prior  to  the  elec- 
tion the  NatioAaltati  voted  for  leg.s 
lation  which  was  necessary  to  imple- 
ment the  Dawes  plan.  They  had  been 
offered  cabinet  repreaentation  but  re- 
fused. aiMl  K*^* 

precipitated  the  election.  They  st.ll 
refuse  to  be  boun'd  down  to  the  idea 
of  a  republic  for  C.rrmany.  I'nder 
the  circumstances  which  prevail  the 
republican  supporters  had  every'  eon 
fidcnce  that  their  uppeal  the  people 
^^..nld  give  them  a  mandate.  ihc 
withdrawal  from  the  Ruhr  has  com 
mcnccd,  the  Dawes  plan  lia'*  h<  cn  pnt 
n,t,,  operation,  Germany  has  secured 
a  loan  to  restore  her  debilitated  cur- 
rency. Generally  epeakinf.  business 
prospects  in  the  country  are  brighter 
than  at  any  moment  for  several  years 
pMt.  The  moderates  had  every 
cause  t"  hoi>e  for  success,  but  instead 
of-  achieving  U  the  result  is  in  the 
nature  ot  a- ttafcmate.  The  country 
lias  not  given  any  decisive  verdict  for 
the  Dawes  plan,  which  hardly  con- 
stituted an  issue  of  the  campaign. 
'11...  ..iii.-..iii(^.t('ii(l<<  In  snow  that  there 
i»  but  little  change  in  the  currents  of 
pulitical  opinion  in  the  country,  and 
it  Voiild  suggest  lliat  any  new  co- 
alition j|overnroent  is  going  to  ex- 
perience cons^deAWe  difficulty  in 
ahouldering  its  responsibilities. 

LIQU6R  PHICW  ANP  WIOFITS 

Frequently  statements  are  made, 
and  Ihey  have  even  been  made  by 
Aiforney-C.rneral  Manson,  who  is  re- 
sponsible for  liquor  control  in  this 
Provlnc«»  that  moat  of  the  money 
spent  on  licpior  leaves  this  I^ovince, 
and  also  leaves  the  Dominion.  That 
is  mn-'erroneous  atetement  which 
should  be  set  right,  if  only  In  the  in- 
terests  of  accuracy.  It  should  be 
correcietf  1»ccaut«  It  la  Mng  ufed  as 

the  basis  of  an  argument  which,  to 
that  extent,  is  fallacious,  and,  unfor- 
tunately, there  It  too  little  attention 
paid  to  truth  wlirrc  political  argii- 
mens  are  sought  to  be  advanced.  We 
give  some  few  examples  whkh  will 
show  conclusively  the  fact  that  the 
larger  percentajge  of  the  money  spent 
on  imported  liquor  remains  In  Can- 
ada, and  that  a  very  considerable  per- 
centage of  it  iUys  in  British  Co- 
lumbia.

In  giving  the  above  figures  we  are 
assiiinini?  that  the  Government  in 
buying  liquoro  pays  the  market  price, 
and  no  nsore.  Those  figures  we  have 
(pioled  are  those  at  which  whiskies 
and  dry  gin  can  be  imported  privately, 
and  It  shoald  be  asanmed  that  the 
Government,  or  rather  the  Liquor 
Control  Board,  is  paying  no  more 
than  the  private  individaal.  On'  this 
assumption,  therefore,  we  have  shown 
th«  amounts  of  jpooey  which  remain 
in  Canada  and  In  BritisT  Colnmbia 
in  the  ease  of  the  sale  of  each  bottle 
of  whisky  and  gin,  amounts  which 
wholly  disprove  the  political  state- 
ments that  have  been  made.  We 
have  shown  something  more,  for  we 
have  given  the  public  an  inkling  of 
the  profits  accruing  to  the  Govern 
ment  of  this  Province.  In  the  case 
of  50s  whisky  that  commodity  costs 
to  land  in  the  Government's  ware 
houses  here  $2.62  per  bottle  and  is 
sold  at  $4.75,  which  represents  a 
profit  of  over  81  per  cent.  Whisky 
sold  at  60s  in  Britain  costs  to 
land  here  $2.77  per  bottle  and  is  sold 
at  $5  per  bottle,  which  represents  a 
profit  of  slinlitly  over  80  per  cent 
Dry  gin  :iold  at  2ls  per  case  in  Britain 
costs  to  land-  here  $2  per  bottle  and 
it  is  sold  at  $3.50  per  bottle,  which 
represents  a  profit  of  75  per  cent. 


POftT  or  LIVIKPOOL 

The  great  Eng4ish*  port  of  Liver- 
pool has  been  lakin^,'  a  Naf  out  of 
the  American  l^ook  of  pubiicity  and 
has  been  making  known  its  tiaims  to 
commercial  promincin  c  Its  import 
ance,  enterprise  «nd  progress  "have 
been  emphasized  tHrottgh  •  **weleome 
week,"  when  visitors  were  asked  to 
go  there  and  make  a  personal  in- 
vestigation. It  was  a  combination  of 
hospitality  and  publicity.  Dcors  con- 
cealing anything  of  public  interest 
were  thrown  open.  Eight  ocean-go- 
iag  lipers  we^  «t  the  ^ocks  available 
for  inspection  Displays  by  the  fire 
brigade  were  given  each  evening,  and 
in  almost  every  way  the  citixens  ex- 
erted themselves  to  entertain  all  vis- 
itors. From  the  standpoint  of  pub- 
licity the  world  has  been'reminded 
that  in  the  <iMir«r  of  a  year  nearly 
40,000  ships  carrying  over  40,UOU,000 
tons  pass  In  and  o«t  of  the  port,  and 
that  nearly  6,000,000  tons  of  shippinK 
is  owned^by  Liverpool.  Over  onc- 
<(uartcr  of  the  total  BrlUsh  alenm  ton- 
nage belongs  to  the  Liverpool  Steam- 
ship Owners'  Association,  and  of 
ships  over  5,000  tons  the  aaaociation 
owns  one-third.  As  a  world  maikrt 
for  cotton  Liverpool  is  tllie  most 
highly  organiied  that  exists."  It  is 
estimated,  too,  that  one  third  of  the 
passenger  traffic  of  the  United  King- 
dom still  passes- through  Liverpool, 
although  the  greatest  giants  of  the 
Transatlantir  passenger  service  have 
adopted  Southampton  as  their  port 
since  theonr.

N'ow  we  observe  that  the  enterpris- 
ing .State  of  Florida  is  broadeastintr 
through   the   newspapers  indu 
to  settlers  that  can  be  offered  prub 
ably  by  no  Other  State  or  country  on 
this  continent.  Notffig  that  the  people^ 
of  nearly  all  other  parts  of  the  con 
tinent  are  groaning  under  heavy  bur- 
dens of  taxation.   Florida  announces 
that  residents  of  that  State  henceforth 
are .  to  be  free  of  all  income  and  in- 
heritance taws.

Probably  Mr.  William  Jennings, 
formerly  of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  a 
statesman  of  wide  but  varied  experi- 
ences, and  said  to  be  a   speaker  of 

almost  matchless  eloqtltnce,  succeeded 
in  persuading  tlic  Floridans  to  make 
this  experiment  in  taxation  relief.  The 
silver-tongued  orator  has  fled  from 
the  rigors  of  the  northern  climate 
and  has  become  a  resident-  of  the 
balmy  State  of  FIbrida.  Mr.  Bryan 
never  tires  of  extolling  the  gtttmctions 
of  his  new  orange  grove  at  eempared 
with  the  bleak,  blizzard-swept  plains 
of  the  North.  Anyhow,  the  plan 
evidently  is  to  make  Florida  a  tax-free 
paradise  ftjr  the  millionaires  of  the 
Ignited  States  and  all  other  parts  of 
the  world. 

In  Great  Bntam.  in  Canada  and  the 
Ignited  Sta<bs  ta\».:atherers  have  made 
life  a  burden  and  the  prospect  of  death 
an  added  terror  for  all  wealthy  people. 
During  life  there  are  heavy  income 
taxes  to  be  faced,  and  after  death  the 
greater  part  of  the  estates  are  con- 
fiscated on  behalf  of  the  Crown  or 
the  Commonwealth.  By  taking 
refuge  in  Florida  all  such  exactions 
can  be  avoided.  There  is  but  one  fly 
in  the  ointment,  which  the  statesmen 
of  Florida  may  not  have  thought 
about.  Great  estates,  whatever  their 
form,  are  not  always  portable  prop- 
erty. They  cannot  be  transported  to 
Florida  in  a  handbag.

Then  there  is  another  aspect  to  the 
matter.  If  the  rich  people  arc  to  be 
free  from  taxation,  taxation  must  fall 
heavily  upon  the  slioulders  of  mem- 
bers of  the  community  who  arc  not 
rich  (we  are  assured  that  there  are  no 
poor  people  in  the  jjolden  ^tate  of 
Florida).  The  affairs  ot  a  modern 
earthly  paradise  cannot  be  adminis- 
tered free  of  cost  to  the  inhal)ifants 
within  its  precincts.

Nevertheless  if  iniRht  he  ucll  fur  the 
('ovcrnment  of  British  Columbia  and 
the  Gowmment  of  Canada  to  make  a

There  is  no  doubt  that  cxoeaaive  taxa- 
tion not  only  keeps  people  OUt  of  a 
country;  excessive  taxation  deter.n 
people  from  entering  a  country;  exces- 
sive ta.xalion  strangles  bu.Hincss  and 
industry  and  drives  people  out  of  a 
country.  The  Federal  Oorcmmeat  of 
the  United  States  ia  going  to  make  a 
tremendous  reduction  in  taxation  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  and  a  great  re- 
vival of  business  is  pretticted  as  a 
result  of  it.  Taxation  in  Canada  is 
relatively  much  higher  than  taxation 
111  the  United  States  F*)r  Federal. 
Provincial  and .  Municipal  piirposes 
taxation  in  Canada  is  excessive,  and 
.admittedly  s|iOttld  be  reduced.  In 
order  tp  relieve  business  from  the 
load  that  Is  smothering  it.  will  the 
authorities  concerned  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  the  authorities  of  the  United 
States?
